THE SUNDAY LAW.

The subject of Sunday legislation 
has been greatly agitated the last few 
years throughout the entire United 
States. The wave of enthusiasm upon 
this subject seem. iately to have been 
broken near Reno, and the turbulent 
waters of the great national billows 
come to usin gentile ripples as clear 
and as harmless as the waters of our 
own familiar Truckee. As legislation 
upon this subject affects the political 


and social life of every American citi- | 


zen, it may well be discussed in every 
newspaper, both of local and world- 


| wide circulation. 


The legitimate office of governments 
is to protect the citizens in their in- 
dividual rights. In that “‘inimortal 


document,’ framed by our forefathe rs 
when they renounced their allegiance 
to the mother country, this principle 
isthusstated: ‘We hold these truths 
to be self-evident, that all men are 
created equal ; that they are endowed 
by their creator with certain unalien- 
le rights. That to secure these 
rights, governments are instituted 
among men.’’ All men before the 
law possess equa! rights; and one man 
has not the right to infringe upon the 
rights of any other man. - Having ex- 
amined the Sunday law of Nevada, 
we find ager it is fully adequate to the 
protection of every man in his rights. | 
It guarantees to every nian the right 
to do as he pleases upon that day so 
far as he does not interfere with the 
rights of others:. It he disturbs others 
in the pursuance of their rights, the 
law takes hold of him. Disturbance 
of public worship upon Sunday and 
every other day is prohibited under a 
penaity of $500 or three months’ im- 
prisonment. 

The representative of the American 
Sabbath Union, who was lately with 
us working wp this subject, told us 
that the object of that organization is 
to protect the ‘‘American Sabbath,”’ 
that it is in nowise a_ religious move- 
ment.
